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The OECD figures are not comprehensive. For instance, the 
People's Republic of China was a major aid donor, especially in 
the 1970s, and helped Rwanda build perhaps the best road network 
in the region. 

Military aid . No reliable breakdown of military aid. except 
for OS assistance, is available. According to DIA, between 
independence and 1989, military assistance to Rwanda from abroad 
totaled about $43 million. The most important suppliers were 
Belgium, China, and Libya, in that order. After the RPF 
invasion of 1990, France provided the lion's share of foreign 
military aid. French troops were present until December 1993 ; 
as many as 600 troops were deployed in early 1993, mostly in a 
training role. France also contributed several helicopters, 
armored cars, light weapons and ammunition to the Rwandan 
military. South Africa also sold small arms and ammunition 
during this period, and Egypt provided some field artillery and 
ammunition. 
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
